SIMON GILLIS, TOM MILLER and OSWALD G. WOLF.

WHEREAS, on the 18th day of January, 1945, a Resolution was duly pase-
ed by the City Council of the City of Austin, Texas, giving notice of its
intention to pass an ordinance providing for the submigsion to the qualified
voters.of the City of Austin, Texms, at an election to be held for guch
purpose elx certain amendments to the existing Charter of said City of
Austing and :

: WHERRAS, in accordance with law, notice of intention to submit such
propositions at such election was given by publication in the Austin American
and Austin Statesman, newspapers of genersl circulation published in sald
City of Austin, which notice was published im said newspapers consecutively
for ten days from January 24, 1945 to February 2, 1945, both inclusive, the
first of sald publications being at least twenty days before the pagsage of
sald ordinance; and

WHEREAS, under and by virtue of the terms of the certain ordinsnce
passed by the City Council, and spproved by the Mayor of sald City, on the
15th day of February, 1945, a regular election was held in gaild City, accord-
ing to law, on the 2nd day of April, 1945, for the purpose of the adoption
or rejection by the qualified voters of said City of sald proposed amendments
Yo the exlsting Charter of the City of Austin, Texas; and

WHEREAS, upon due consideration of eaid election, it appears and 1% ie
found that due and legal notice thereof has been given, and further upon
consideration of the returns of said election, it sppears and it ig found
that the votes cast at saild election have been duly counted and the returns
thereof legally made, and the City Council having counted and canvassed said
returns, it sppears therefrom that there were cast in said election Three
Thousand and Fifty-one (3051) votes, of which number there were cast for and
againgt each of sald propositions proposing said amendments the following:

- 1s THAT the six sald propositions to adopt the amendments proposed at
sald election were sustained, and that at such election said emendments were
approved and adopted by a majority of the gqualified voters of sald City vot-
ing at sald election, and that the Charter Amendments thereby becamse and
are now hereby recognized and declared to be a part of the City Charter of
the City of Austin, Texes, and it is so ordered.

2+ THAT the Mayor and the City Manager be, and they are hereby direct-
ed to certify to the Secretary of State of the State of Texas, an authenti-
cated copy of each of the six sald amendments, under the geal of the City
of Austin, showing the epproval of and adoption by the qualified voters at
sald election of gaid smendments, and that the Secretary of State be re-
quested to file and record the same in a separate book to be kept in his
office for such purpose.

3o THAT the City Clerk be, and she is hereby directed to record at
length upon the records of the City of Augtin, Texas, in a separate book
to be kept for such purpose, the six sald amendments so adopted.
